She agreed to this and DAVIS went 
to a Savings and Loan Company (Homestead Savings (< Loan, at 
329 Barrone St.? Unsure) to withdraw some money. He could not 
get the money and informed RENFROS of this fact. RENFROE then 
suggested that DAVIS talk to DEAN ASDREV^S about getting the 
money. To quote RENFROS he said, *’If anybody can get that 
' money, DEAi; ANDREWS can." 

ANDREWS worked out some plan to got the money (15-20 thousand 
dollars) .

casual and intimate* Andrews let me know that he knew I was on 
Jim Garrison's investigative staff on the assasination probe* 

This lead us into a conversation regarding the Graid Jury Indict- 
ment against him* 1 explained to him that my opinion was that no 
District Attorney of any Parish prosecuted a pur jury charge - that 
said charge was to force the individual to tell the truth, and 
that if he would identify Bertrand, I was sure the perjury charge 
against him would be dropped* Andrews reply was that he would 
rather pull five years than identify Bertrand because these people 
played for keeps, and that five years was better than being dead* 
Further into the conversation, Andrews stated that If he identified 
Bertrand he would be pegged as a fink and lose all of his connections 
on the Strip* He told me the story of looking for Bertrand and

My impression, and this is simply m impression, I 
cannot remember perfectly clearly, but my impression 
is that he had no noticeable recession in his 
hairline, more than say usual.

I don't recall* There was an exchange reiative to 
a poem of mine, a long poem that X had written in 
Msw Orleans shortly before I left which he liked 
vary much. It has never been published and he did 
ask about this poem, i said if you want it, why 
instead of publishing it, i will s^ll it to you 
and you will retain the rights to it. Any ro print 
-lif' I should want to put it in a collec tion some 
time, then you will hold the rights to it, you will 
be credited. And he didn't go for the idea at all. 
But he did like the poem. To my knowledge that is 
the only other thing that he talked about. 

Do you recall any references to Kennedy or to the 
assassination? 

You mean in the letter? 

Yes. 

Oh, yes* I kind of hesitate to say, because the 
evidence of the letter that may turn up, or letters, 
there are more than one, I think, two or three, 
may be different than my impression. But my 
impression is he was glad. 

That would not be unique because he and another man 
celebrated the assassination.
